BURNS AND ‘SLUGS’ FOR UNION 


| Altman. Onse Witness Says He’ 


Saw Bombs Made. 


Carpenters Gave iim $46 Wik as 


a * remarkable story of a a dynamite 
bombs ahd setting fire to buildings put up by 
nonunion workere was told . yesterday | in 
Judge Tuthill’s court by Bruno Verra. He 
was the first witness for the state against 
Joseph and Vincent Altman, on trial for ex- 
ploding a bomb‘ in the plantof the Standard 
Bash and Door company, aud partly burn- 
ing it. 

Verra’s statements constituted the con- 
fession he had made previously to State's At- 
torney Wayman, which aided the prosecutor 
materially in getting hie start in the investi- 
gation. He said he had been hidden at Paw 


Paw, Mich., since the arrest of the Altmans {| 


for fear of his old associates. 
By his own statements Verra was a profes- 
sional “ slugger” ‘in the service of the-car- 


penter’s district council, working with the | 


Altmans. He said he received $5 each for 
nonunion men beaten, and wae on a salary of 
$25 a week as a“ slugger.” 

Berning bulldings was considered a more 
satisfactory way of preventing the hiring of 
nonunion men. than “ slugging ” the workers. 
in some instances, he said. He told of five 
buildings burned. Time devices were use@ to 
start the fires, he said, and so give the per- 
petrators of the outrage opportunity to get 
safely away before the alarm was given. 

and Exploding Bombs. 

This led, he said, to out and out bomb ex- 
plosions. He told of the making and expiod- 
ing of bombs as follows: 

Th April, 1006, I met Vincent Altman in 
O’Neil’s saloon at 51 Fifth avenue. He 
showed me three sticks of dynamite and said 
he wae going to blow someplace up. I was 
afraid of the dynamite and would not go.” 

“ What next did you do?” asked Assistant 
State's Attorney Short. : 

“ Vincent Altman told.me about one month 
after this to meet him at his house. When 
I arrived there he said he wanted me to blow 
up the Standard Sash and Door company's 
plant. 

“1 sald I would not. He showed me some 
dynamite he was going to explode after he 
set the place on fire. I said I would not be 
in on the job, as if firemen Were called the 
explosives might not go off until after the 
Gremen arrived and kill some of them.” 

“ ‘Where and how was the bomb made?” 

" At Vincent Altman's house, Vincent, Jo- 

seph Altman; and myself were there. The 


bomb was made by winding seven eight-inch 


dynamite sticks. with 6 fuse, and inserting a 

cap in the centér of the bomb. The cap was

Ih consequence ali loop transportation on 
the Northwestern and Oak Park lines was 
hampered until 11 o'clock, Shuttle trains re- 
lieving the strain at 7:30, but not before 
thousands had recourse to surface and 
steam lines. 


Break on Third Car. 

The train which caused the blockade was 
a five car express, and the break occurred 
on the third car. Examination showed that 
the wheels had left the track just after round- 
ing the curve from Van Buren street into 
Fifth avenue, and as the train approached. 
the Quincy street station had gone outside 
the guard rail : 

The fact that the disabled car was In the 
center of the train undoubtedly had much 
to do with the van not being precipitated 
into the street. 


Discovered When Train Starts. 

The aceident was not discovered until the 
motormhan attempted to pull out of Quincy 
street. The grinding of the broken trucks 
alarmed the passengers, but there was no 
panic, as the train's speed was necessarily 
curtailed. 

This tied up the Oak Park line, which uses 
the same loop track, but the south side and 
Metropolitan trains were not ‘affected. It 
took more than an hour’s work to convince 
thew crews that the tieup was serious 
and that shuttle trains were. necessary.

DYNAMITE WRECKS CHURCH;

Explosion Follows Quarrel Between

Terre Haute. Ind., Nov. 17.—An explosion 
of dynamite wrecked the front of the new 
Sacred Heart Roman Catholic church at 
Clinton, in the coal fields near here today.

Enmity to Father 
Maher has been expressed by some of the 
parishioners, who opposed tie building of the 
new church.

Sir Horatio Davies, the new pufchaser, was lord 
mayer of London a little over ten years ago and was 
barred from the customary reward of a baronetcy, 
which had come to be looked upon as the perquisite of 
every lord mayor of London on the conclusion of his 
term, owing to the objections raised by the late Lord 
Salisbury, then premier. Lord SaliéBury took excep- 
tion to the fact that Lord Mayer Davies’ principal 
trade was the ownership of the famous restaurant, 
chop and oyster house known &s Pimm’s, on Cheapside, 
where city' men of every degree were accustomed to 
get their midday meal. The premier is stated to have 
expressed the opinion on that occasion that the bar- 
onetage was sufficiently depreciated already and that 
he would not be a party to giving the order “ another 
push. down,” so he drew the line at Pimm's and nomi- 
nated Lord Mayor Davies for a knight commandership 
of the Order of St. Michael and St. Géorge instead. 

The consensus of opinion was to the effect that Lord 
Salisbury had been wrong in the matter. King Charles, 
of jovial memory, had gone so far as to confer knight- 
hood on a lolh of beef—the “ Sir-loin”—and a barony 
on what is known as a “baron of beef,” so there was 
surely no reason why a baronétcy should be withheld 
from Boniface Davies, the presiding deity’ of Pimm’s, 
and whose term of office as chief magistrate of the.
